Statistics show that heart disease 


kills more people annually than do 
either tuberculosis or cancer. Inves- 
tigation Indicates, too, that a great 
many of the cases of. heart disease 
HOW occurring afe^^Wventable. 


Under favorable conditions a leajty 


heart, which is one of :the forms of 
-heart disease—a torm quite Inclusive 
—can.be so treaW'd that the effect of 
the trouble will not be felt until old 
age. 


Men with sound hearts probably 


can afford t0 live lazy lives, convert- 
ins their muscled int» putty, but the 
man with a leaky heart must keep 
his muscles In trim if he would live 
long. 


In tho case o£ a leaking heart, some 


'of the blood that should be pumped 
into the arteries leaks out through 
tbe tiny outlets not intended for that 
purpose and BO the heart must re- 
pump some of the blood each beat. 
This requires good red muscle. 


A good red heart muscle is not pos- 


sible to keep without first keeping 
the arm leg and shoulder muscles 
big and strong. Then, too, the man 
with a leaky heart has to eat enough 
good nourishing food to keep his 
muBClo well nourished, but he cannot 
eat indigestible foods, for this calls 
upon the heart for more action. 


He cannot afford to Indulge in fool- 


ish eating as a man with a strong 
heart and a cast-iron-stomach thinks 
ho can do. 


There are various forma of exor- 


cise which a man 
with 
a leaking 


heart can take. He must have some 
form of exercise or he cannot keep 
his muscles in trim. 
He can play 


tennis, ride a horse, or 
swim. But 


these must be entered Into moderate- 
ly. He must respect his wind and 
not make a heavy drain on hia heart, 


If. he feels hi3 heart pounding in 


his chest, or in Ills throat 
and is 


"panty" he should stop Immediately.

He Js doincJiimself harm 
rather than good by such action, 


The important thins to remember 


about a leaky heart la that it Is all 
right as long as it Is strong enough 
to supply the extra demand for blood 
which is called for because of the 
leak.

Keynote In Handling Freight 


The freight service of the Illinois Central System is founded upon prompt and reg- 


ular movement of freight and the considerate treatment of patrons' wants by an organ- 
ization which strives to render a service of satisfaction. We hold those to be the requi- 
site elements of freight service. 


The Illinois Central System is among the leading railroads of the country in 


handling perishable freight. Fruits from thu tropics arriving by steamships are moved 
north from the port of New Orleans in solid trainloads for distribution to marketing 
centers throughout the country. Domestic fruits and vegetables produced in Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi and Tennessee are loaded at stations on our lii^es and shipped to prin- 
cipal points throughout the United States and Canada, moving largely in solid train- 
loads. Vegetables from the Rio Grande valley of Texas move in substantial volume 
through the Baton Kouge gateway and are handled by the Illinois Central System from 
Baton Eouge to principal points in the Nor th and East. Solid trainloads of meat and 
packinghouse products are handled between Omaha, Sioux City and Chicago. Through 
trains from Council Bluffs to Chicago carry California vegetables and fruits. 


Transportation of quality and quantity is an essential for the well-being and de- 


velopment of trade in commodities commonly classed as perishable freight. 
Without 


rapid and dependable transportation service consuming centers would have to depend 
on supplies from relatively nearby points of production, and trade generally would be 
contracted. The accurate maintenance of schedules is important in handling perishable 
freight. As an example of the kind of service rendered by the Illinois Central System, 
it is worthy to note that during the past six months our fast freight trains handling 
perishable and other high-class freight long distances have made scheduled early 
morning deliveries 99 per cent on time. A bureau in the office of our car accountant 
at Chicago receives telegraphic advices of the movement of cars loaded with perish- 
able freight and is able at any time to furnish shippers of such cars or consignees the 
exact location and probable time of arrival or delivery to connecting line. 


Fast merchandise trains are operated out of all the principal cities on the Illinois 


Central System on schedules which enable specialization in forwarding the freight the 
same day received. 


^ 
Illinois Central System also ranks among the leaders of the railroads in 


originating coal and lumber traffic. This class of traffic does not require such rapid 
movement as perishable freight and merchandise, but does require regular and de- 
pendable service, which we are enabled to give through a well-equipped transportation 
plant and special attention to the freight movement. To a large extent these commod- 
ities are classified into solid trains and handled long distances intact, thus minimizing 
detention at terminals. 


Not all cars are handled without delay. Delays occur from causes beyond our con- 


trol — others from causes under our control. The delays, however, are extremely small, 
taking into consideration the thousands of cars handled daily. A loaded car found de- 
layed is immediately placed in a preferred class, through special carding and notation 
on waybill, and handled in fast freight trains to avoid further delay and, if possible, to 
overcome that already sustained. 


We are continually adding to our equipment in the effort to keep abreast of traf- 


fic demands. We own 1,700 locomotives and 69,127 freight cars. Since the return from 
federal control we have purchased and rece ived 150 locomotives, 1,000 refrigerator 
cars, 300 stock cars, and 200 flat cars. We have recently placed orders for 2,000 addi- 
tional gondola cars and 1,000 additional refrigerators. 


We are striving constantly to perfect all departments of our service. We realize 


that our worth to the public is measured by the service we give, and we invite the pub- 
lic to call upon us for any service, small or large.

Collector Points Out Some 


Cxamples. 


In filing their income tax returns 


for the year 1921, taxpayers must re- 
momber that taxable income is not 
necessarily cash, says a statement 
Issued by Collector of Internal Bev- 
cnue- G. W. Schwaner, of the Eighth 
District of Illinois. Where services 
iirft1 paid for with something other 
than money, the fair market1- value 
of the thing taken In payment is the 
amount to be includes in income. 


For example, the value of merchan- 


dise received by a clerk of a grocery 
store as part payment for his ser- 
vices must be reported as income. 
Compensation paid an employee of a 
corporation in shares of stock is to 
bo treated as if the corporation sold 
the stock at its market value and 
paid thu employee in cash. 


OTHER COMPENSATION. 


Promtnissory notes received in pay- 


ment for services and not merely, 
as security for such payment con- 
stitute Income to the amount of their 
fair market value. Living quarters 
and meals furnished as compensation 
for services are to be reported as, in- 
come.

To avoid penalty, returns must he
